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Fripay AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At 3 o0’clock praise service was conducted by Bro. W. K. 
Cromartie, duration one hour, which resulted in a spiritual 
feast. This done, the proceedings of the opening session 
were read and received. Church messengers were enrolled 
and finance manifested. (See messengers.) A finance com- 
mittee was appointed. (See committees.) The following 
brethren were introduced and made welcome: Rev. S. W. 
Justice of the Union Association said he was sent as a mes- 
senger and was truly glad to be with us for the first time in 
the history of his life and that he was not embarrassed at all 
and could not be while among Baptists. He said that he 
wanted to be useful while in our midst. Rey. Peter McMil- 
lan, the next to correspond from said association, said he 
was not a stranger for he visited us annually, hence custom 
was perfect, in so much that he could not help himself. He 
said he came for the purpose of doing good. Revs. E. M. 
Thompson, M. C. Pitman and Willie Williamson from the 
Lumber River Association spoke in high terms of our work 
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and said they did not come as critics but as christians and 
Missionary Baptists to assist in carrying on the work of 
God and that they would be useful while in our midst if ad- 
missible. Kev. J. W. Sasser of the Middle District Associa- 
tion said that he had been meeting us annually for a number 
of years and was not weary and now he felt as one of us by 
reason of pastoring in our midst, therefore he was here to 
build up and not to demolish. Rev. W. H. Sherfield of Ken- 
ansville Eastern Association said it gave him great pleasure 
to be with us, although his first trip, yet he felt as one of us, 
as a brother born of God to do a certain work. Rev. R. G. 
Smith of the A. M. H. Zion Church said he did not have any 
conception of being here to day but telt that it was God- 
send, because it privileged him to meet with his school- 
mates and was glad to know that our motto was “Religion 
and Eaucation.”

At 7 o’clock praise service was opened by Bros. G. W.

Hymn “Come holy 
spirit, heavenly dove.” Invocation by Rev. Y. O. Munroe.

SATURDAY EVENING SESSION. 


Praise service was led by Bros. W. K Cromartie and J. 
E. Brown. Hymn 640. Scripture lesson, Ist chapter St.

Prayer by Bro. J. E. Brown. Considering the doctrinal dis- 
course which should have been preached at 11 o’clock A. M., 
the services of Rev. S. W. Justice were secured, hence 7th 
chapter of St. Mark was read.

Though I have in mind the 
hardships that threaten to dethrone our intention, but if we 
will only look earnestly to that all-wise Creator, He will 
give us the desires of our hearts. I have great faith in the 
the Bible, and of the power of the gospel to improve man’s 
condition temporally and socially. A perfect christianity will 
give us a perfect world to work in. 

Again, your humble servant wishes to recommend for 
your consideration for the good of the work that each church 
and Sunday-school in our jurisdiction see to it that one wor- 
thy boy or girl be selected from said church or school and 
sent to Hodge’s Institute on the day of opening; also that 
said church or school pay $1.00 per month on tuition of said 
child.

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CONSTITUTION 


ART. 1. This convention shall be known as the Enterprise Sunday 
School Convention. 

ART. 2. Its object shall be to establish and improve Baptist Sun- 
day-schools in all churches and destitute neighborhoods throughout 
the country, and awaken a general interest in religious education by 
gathering old and young into Sunday-schools. 

ART. 3. It shall be composed of life and annual members, dele- 
gates and deacons. No one shall be an officer of this body unless at 
the time of his election he is a member in good standing of a Mission- 
ary Baptist Church, and such are life members on payment of $1.00. 
No one shall be a delegate to this body unless at the time of his elec- 
tion heis a member of some Baptist Sunday-school. 

ArT. 4. Each school may be entitled to three delegates. 

ArT. 5. The annual meeting of this body shall begin on Friday 
before the fourth Sunday in July at such places as may be chosen. 

ART. 6. The officers of this body shall be a president, secretary, 
auditor, corresponding secretary, treasurer, general superintendent 
and executive board, who shall be elected annually. 

ART. 7. The president shall preside at all meetings of this body. 
In his absence the superintendent of the school with which the con- 
vention meets shall assume his duty. 

ART. 8. The secretary shall record all proceedings and incorpor- 
ate all orders of this body while in session. 

ART. 9. The treasurer shall hold all the money belonging to this 
body and shall disburse the same by order of the executive board. 

ART. 10. No minister, deacon or delegate shall be an officer unless 
he is a subject of a moral and christian character. 

ART. 11. Noone shall be a delegate to this body unless he can 
spell, read and write. 

ART. 12. All schools belonging to this body shall pay 15 cents an- 
nually to defray the expenses of the convention and foster the much 
needed cause of education. 

ART. 13. It shall be the duty of the superintendent and teachers 
of each school to attend the meetings of this body so as to receive the 
instructions necessary to the government of their schools. 

ART. 14. This constitution may be altered or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of this body.
